Long Range Monster in Action 
Eighth Day—Miss Ruth Landon 
Among the Killed,

| PARIS, April 2.—Paris was sub- 


\jected to the eighth long-range gun 
bombardment to-day, and fought off 
an aerial attack. ; 
Describing the latter an , official 
communication this afternoon says: 
| “Two flotillas of German. air- 
planes crossed the lines, flying 
|_toward Paris early this morning. 
They did not penetrate the Paris 
barrage defense, but made a half 
: turn, dropping bombs in the su- 
burbs. There were no casualties.” 
The big gun, from the depths of 
the St. Gobain forest, seventy-two 
miles away, dropped & shell in the 
region of the city at 10 o’clock this 


morning. Two women were wounded. 

Further identifications show that 
three members of the Landon family, 
of New York, who had been residing 
in Paris, were killed Good Friday 
when a shell from the tong range 
German gun struck a church. 

They ,were Mrs. Mary G. Landon, 
wife of Bdward H. Landon, of New 
York, and his daughter, Mrs. Lucy 
Landon Speed, wife of Captain Ralph 
Speed, of the British Army Service 
Corps, and Miss Ruth Landon, who 
had tbeen previously reported missing.
